Editor’s Message 

[attended a wonderful virtual presentation sponsored by the Russell Museum recently. The presenter was a 
young woman who had had recently begun a two-year post-graduate fellowship in Health Administration at 
MGH when the pandemic hit. She described her experiences in two of seven planned rotations through MGH 
administrative programs. 

During the spring of 2020 and through the height of the surge of covid-19 cases she was working in the Hu- 
man Resources Department when donations of tangible goods began flooding the hospital. Her initial challenge 
was the distribution of 500 pizzas that arrived on the doorstep one day with little warning. This event signaled 
an explosion of donations over the course of the surge, many time-sensitive like the pizza. Over 101,000 items 
were donated in those months, including ready-made meals (55,000), hats, socks, gift cards, free grocery deliv- 
erles, flowers, shoes, snacks, lotion. Systems had to be quickly created for receiving and storing items, at least 
temporarily, and then for equitable delivery to all staff. 

Concurrently, the hospital was reconfiguring its physical space; gathering equipment, supplies and personnel; 
adapting to restrictions imposed by the virus; redeploying staff to possibly unfamiliar jobs; creating the means 
for many staff to work from home. 

Since then she has been acting as administrator of the newly created employee vaccination clinics on site, in- 
cluding one at the Russell Museum. She reports that 100% of employees have received their first dose and 92% 
have received the second (as of February 25). It is good to know that our colleagues are as protected as they can 
be in this situation. And good to see that although it looks very different from our younger days, the expectation 
of excellence still pervades the institution. 

The pandemic effects have touched us all. In our particular world, many of our alumnae who are still working 
have been redeployed to work in rapidly created Covid-l 9 inpatient and outpatient units; we have heard of sev- 
eral contracting the disease and recovering, and know of three alumnae deaths caused by Covid-1 9, 

On the first anniversary of the lockdown here in Massachusetts, Dr. Slavin, in one of his “Dear Colleagues” 
letters, offered some his own reflections and those of one of the ER nurses. He said, “Last summer, to honor 
those who experienced the pain and anguish of COVID, we planted three cherry trees on the Bulfinch lawn. 
And this week, right on cue, tiny buds appeared on those trees, signifying spring, a time of hope and renewal.” 
The nurse reflected on her experience and ended with, “We have all been changed by the past year. My profes- 
sion has been forever changed. But my answer to the question, ‘ Will you still be a nurse?’ is always yes.” 

So this issue is all about the people.

With 
help of a consultant and the support and energy of the Board, changes have been made that have truly revi- 
talized the association, as she describes below and the pages that follow. 


The MGH Nurses’ Alumni Association Board of Directors conducted a comprehensive strategic review in late 
2019 and has implemented a number of the resulting recommendations over the past year. Below Is a sum- 
mary of this exciting process. 


Member Survey 

As input for our planning process, we surveyed our active and inactive members, receiving a phenomenal 
response. We gained valuable information on what is important to our members and how they use our ser- 
vices, including: 


» The majority of respondents became members upon graduation from MGH and most of 
those have been members for more than fifty years. 


6 For active members, loyalty to MGH followed by receipt of Beyond the Cap and The Record 
are the primary reasons for being members. Interest in preserving the history of the organi- 
zation and keep ing in touch with fellow members also rank highly. 


@ Beyond the Cap and The Record are “always read” by approximately 90% of active members 
and 56% of inactive members. 


Armed with this information, our board met for a day-long planning retreat in October 2019. We discussed 
a wide array of topics that resulted in a series of recommendations that were then implemented over the en- 
suing months. 


Mission Statement/Name 
Our first effort was to review and update the mission statement, as follows: 


The mission of the association is to support nursing education and professional development, research, 
and community engagement, and to record and maintain the history of nursing at MGH. 


This reinforces the existing core focus of the NAA, expands the association’s scope with the addition of 
“research and community engagement,” and does not limit the services to graduates of the MGHSON. 
We also formally changed our name to MGH Nurses’ Alumni Association from MGH Nurses’ Alumni Associa- 
tion to acknowledge our male members.

The 2020 Annual Meeting was held via video conference due to the ongoing COVID-19 pandemic. In addi- 
tion to board members, some 50+ NAA members participated.

President Ann Quealy called the meeting to order at 12:05 pm, and welcomed everyone. 


Secretary's Report 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the 2019 Annual Meeting were accepted. 


Year in Review 
Board Committee Chairs presented a review of work accomplished over the previous year as follows. 


Strategic Planning: 
Ann Quealy reported that the board held a strategic planning session in the fall of 2019 that resulted in an 
updated mission statement, reorganized board committees, and an expanded board. 


Membership: 

Ann Collins presented the Membership Committee report, showing 771 active members, 630 
inactive members, and 1443 lost alumni. She noted that a reminder would go out on October 1 for dues 
payment and reviewed the benefits of membership in the association. She also reported that Class Agents are 
sought for all classes, with agents still missing for 1972, 1978, and 1979. 


History: 

Mary Larkin reported on the initiatives of the History Committee including oversight of the Archives, 

taking and digitizing oral histories, and coordinating with the MGH Nursing History Committee. She noted the 
historical aspects of the preparations for the 150th anniversary of the NAA. 


Awards and Scholarships: 

Barbara Dunderdale reported on the NAA scholarships and awards presented so far this year, including the 
Miriam Huggard and the Lloyd Nicholas Staats Scholarships and those to be presented later in the year, in- 
cluding the Mary E. Caira Award, the Adele Corkum Award, and the Ruth Sleeper Award. She also reported 
that the Bertella Thompkins Fund would no longer be funding health care needs of graduates, and 
the use of the Fullerton Johnson Fund would be re-evaluated annually. The Student Paper Award will continue 
to be awarded annually. 


Research: 
The NAA made a $3,000 grant to fund nursing research this year, a new endeavor reported by Mary 
Larkin. Applications will be reviewed annually by the Munn Center. 


Homecoming: 

Roberta Nemeskal reminded the members that the 2020 Homecoming event had been cancelled due to Covid, 
but that a luncheon is planned for May 2021 for anniversary classes, depending on any public heath restrictions 
present at that time. Ann Collins will take over as Homecoming Chair for 2021 and 2022. 


Publications: 
Susan Fisher noted the annual publication of 7he Record and the bi-annual publication of Beyond the Cap, 
and invited any interested members to volunteer to help with these publications. 


Operations: 

Ann Quealy wrapped up the Year in Review by reporting on several operational initiatives that the 
board undertook this year, including updating the bylaws, updating the website, and hiring a part-time office 
administrator. 


Financial Report 

NAA Treasurer Susan Zahka gave the financial report. She noted that 2019 cash inflow was $85,000, of which 
just over half is derived from designated funds donated over the years, followed by 20% from donations/annual 
appeal, 17% from dues, and 10% from Homecoming proceeds. Of the $85,000 cash outflow, roughly one third 
went to scholarships and awards and one third to other program-related expenses. 13% was spent on 
Homecoming, 10% on publications, and 6% on office expenses. She cited the NAA’s reliance on volunteers as 
the reason for low overhead for the programs, and also asked members to watch for the upcoming annual 
appeal and consider making a gift of any size.

NAA Professional Development, Research and Community Engagement Committee: 
Member Learning Needs Assessment — Results, Analysis and Conclusions 
Executive Summary 
March 2021 


The creation of the Professional Development, Research and Community Engagement Committee 
(PDREC) is one of several outcomes of the NAA Board of Directors 2019 strategic planning retreat. 
The goal of the PDREC is to develop and implement programs to support the 
professional development, research, and community engagement mission of the NAA. To that 
end, at the November 2020 meeting, the PDREC developed a member engagement survey to 
solicit feedback and recommendations from MGH SON graduates. This data will be used to 
develop the PDRCE committee’s strategic direction. The following is a summary of that data and 
conclusions based on the qualitative responses. 

The survey was distributed to 806 current NAA members with an email address on file with the 
NAA office. The survey contained 18 items designed as Yes/No questions, questions using a 
Likert scale response and 3 open-ended questions. Respondents were told that the results were 
anonymous with only aggregate data being collected and analyzed. Since this survey did not 
pose any risk to the respondents, completing the survey implied consent to participate. A total of 
302 NAA members responded for a 37% response rate. 

Respondents ranged from the classes of 1946 tol 980, with most responses from the classes of 
1961 and 1966. The average length of membership is 41 years. The majority sited staying 
connected with news, events and other information about the hospital, hearing about the 
accomplishments of classmates and other graduates, learning about the activities and reports of 
various committees, and supporting the NAA through its annual membership fee as a personal 
commitment and reason to stay connected to the NAA. 

While most respondents reside in Massachusetts, 34 other states were listed as the primary states 
of residence. When asked about the need to earn nursing continuing education credits as a 
requirement for maintaining an RN license to practice, over 50% of the respondents report being 
retired and no longer needing or renewing their license. However, an equal number of 
respondents report an interest in seeking continuing professional development opportunities. 

Topics of interest ranged across a wide perspective of subjects from the use of robots in 
healthcare to diversity, inclusion and equity. The most commonly cited areas for professional 
development focused on all things related to COVID-19, including vaccines, and MGH nursing 
history. The majority called for volunteerism (in multiple forms) as a way for NAA members to 
engage others, including serving on boards and providing mentorship to new nurses and nursing 
students. Overwhelmingly, the respondents report being comfortable with using technology, 
including platforms such as Zoom, WebEx, Skype, etc., and recognizing how much value there is 
in having an option to participate through virtual means. 

In conclusion, the NAA membership while represented by a range of graduation classes was a 
limited sample, and as such, assumptions about the data are limited. Of those who did respond, 
they appear to have a spirit of curiosity, interest in continuing to acquire knowledge, a 
willingness to be involved, and a high degree of ability to use technology. On behalf of Mary 
Larkin, class of 1976, and chair of the PDREC, the NAA Board of Directors thanks all members 
for their participation in this survey and look forward to providing new opportunities for 
engaging our NAA colleagues.

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ARTICLE 


The reprint of Ruth Sleeper’s article on the Polio epidemic generated quite a bit of interest last year. This 
one is from an earlier era but no less interesting, I think, for what it tells us about the state of the art in 1910 
and the contributions of MGH nurses to the hospital. The author is a 1904 graduate of the MGH SON who 
had a rich and varied professional life, obtaining bachelor’s and master’s degrees from Columbia; serving as 
superintendent and later dean of several diploma schools and colleges; editor of the Paci fc Coast Journal o f 
Nursing; an early and ardent advocate for nurse licensure. This article appeared in the American Journal of 
Nursing for June, 1911. I think we can guess who did the scrubbing and sterilizing described. 


TYPHOID PRECAUTIONS

Prevention is the keynote of medicine and nursing nowadays. Nowhere is it more 
important than in the care of infectious disease, particularly when isolation is not 
possible as in open medical wards. 

At the Massachusetts General Hospital, which labors under the necessity of caring 
for its typhoid fever in open wards, the following precautions for prevention of in- 
fection from these cases have been adopted and may be of some interest: 

Nurses are required always when working over a typhoid patient to wear a gown 
which covers the uniform completely. They must also wear rubber gloves when 
giving these patients bedpans, mouth-washes, in fact, whenever it is possible to ac- 
complish the work with rubber gloves on. These gloves are washed well with soap 
and water before being taken off the hands. The soap is kept specially for that use 
and the basin and water are sterilized. 

After being washed, the rubber gloves are kept in a solution of corrosive subli- 
mate, 1-5000. All utensils used in the care of typhoids, as bedpans, urinals, sputum 
cups, are sterilized each time after use in a special boiler (see photo). This is closed at the bottom, a certain 
amount of water run in, the top closed, and steam turned on. This is allowed to boil for ten minutes. The 
steam is then turned off, the water run out and the top opened. 

Urine, feces, sputum, bath water, or water used to wash gloves and utensils, and mouth-washes are boiled 
in a special hopper. This hopper closes at the bottom by a lever before anything to be sterilized is emptied 
in; water up to a certain mark is run in, the top closed, and steam turned on. This is allowed to boil for ten 
minutes, then opened by the lever at the bottom, and the steam turned off, after which the hopper is well 
flushed. 

In giving typhoid baths or sponges, the ordinary sea-sponge is no longer used. A special sponge has been 
devised. It is simply made of absorbent cotton between a double layer of sheet -wadding, covered with 
gauze, and is about eight inches square. This sponge is boiled each time after using, and stands boiling very 
well. 

After each meal, all the dishes used are sterilized for ten minutes in the kitchen sterilizers, which are oper- 
ated in the same way as those in the lavatory for bedpans, but a tablespoonful of sal-soda is added to each 
sterilizer full of dishes. 

In making the beds, a clothes bag is carried to the bed-side, the linen is immediately put into it, is sprinkled 
with formalin, mamrked “typhoid,” and carried to the rinse house for special washing. Pillows are protected 
by rubber pillow-slips. The rubber sheets and pillow-slpis that have been used in baths and on the bed are 
well scrubbed with soap and water first, then with 2% formalin. 

After a patient’s discharge, the pillows and the mattress are marked “typhoid,” sprinkled with formalin, 
and sent to the sterilizing room. The bed frame is scrubbed with soap and water and two percent formalin. 
It is intended to substitutes some waterproof material that may be boiled in place of the rubber sheets and 
pillow-slips. 

It may be of interest to note that during the year 1910 Dr. Lesley H. Spooner carried out at the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital several series of voluntary typhoid inoculations. Seventy-four nurses, nine house- 
officers, and six ward-tenders were inoculated. The vaccine is prepared in the following manner (quoted 
from an article by Dr. Spooner): 

“The typhoid bacilli grown for twenty-four hours on agar slants are washed into a sterile tube, thoroughly 
shaken, and counted by the Zeiss blood platelet counter. They are then exposed in the water bath to the 


temperature of 53 degrees centigrade for one hour, diluted with the necessary amount of salt solution in a 
small bottle, and sealed with a rubber nipple. Lysol, 0.25 percent, is then added to prevent contagion. The 
vaccines of any strength may be prepared, but the most convenient is that in which | cc contains 400,000,000 
bacilli.” 

These inoculations were followed by a very slight discomfort, and, whether due to inoculations or precau- 
tions observed, or a combination of both, there was not one case of secondary infection from typhoid that 
year.

Medicine) for January 13, 1910. 
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Editor's Note: To bring us up to today, the essay, quoted here in part, was published on May 15, 2020, at 
NEJM.org, showing how quickly the larger community of hospitals worked together to adapt to the demands 
of the pandemic. One of our alumnae, a 40-year MGH employee in Pediatrics, worked on this unit during 
this period and contributed her oral history last summer. 


“On April 2, 2020, the Massachusetts General Hospital incident command team determined that no pedi- 
atric patients at MassGeneral Hospital for Children (MGHfC), a hospital within a hospital, would use a ventila- 
tor, given the presence of other facilities where critically ill children could receive care and a greater need 
among adult patients. We transformed our 14-bed pediatric intensive care unit (PICU), transferring out the 
remaining two children and admitting adults within 72 hours. This rapid pivot to providing adult care re- 
quired cooperation between institutions to regionalize pediatric critical care, difficult discussions with fami- 
lies, and intensive coordination of hospital services. 

In early March, biweekly phone calls had been established among pediatric intensivists at Massachusetts’ 
six children’s hospitals to discuss ongoing uncertainties regarding the pandemic, since volume at pediatric 
hospitals was universally low. The decision to collaborate proved fortuitous. Floating Hospital for Children 
and Boston Children’s Hospital - our regional competitors during non-pandemic times - both had available 
capacity and provisionally agreed to accept our PICU patients. The first hiccup occurred when case managers 
required the transfers be pre-approved by each patient's insurance carrier. 

Our incident command team initiated calls between our CEO and the receiving hospitals’ CEOs to elimi- 
nate this barrier and to assure financial coverage of the transfers. Our referral centers were notified that the 
PICU was no longer available and were instructed to coordinate with transport services to send patients else- 
where. 

As bioengineering, pharmacy, nursing, information technology, and adult medicine teams prepared the 
space and supplies for adult patients with Covid-19, how to staff the unit was the biggest question - would it 
employ pediatric or adult medicine clinicians? Rather than be redeployed throughout the institution, PICU 
nurses and physicians advocated to remain in our familiar environment and capitalize on years of established 
relationships in order to optimize performance, despite the fact that we would be caring for unfamiliar pa- 
tients. Hospital leadership expanded emergency credentialing for pediatric providers. Pediatric intensivists 
and trainees remained the primary providers in the unit, with a medicine resident and adult intensive care 
unit consultant reviewing patient plans twice daily. 

Preserving the internal PICU team ensured a rapid transition and boosted morale. By the end of the week, 
the unit was full, and by the end of the month, we had cared for 25 patients, the vast majority of whom had 
Covid-19. Twenty patients have been discharged from the PICU, and one died. Faced with the dual challeng- 
es of transitioning from treating children to treating adults and implementing dynamic Covid-19 care recom- 
mendations, preserving team composition minimized unnecessary changes to personnel and the environ- 
ment and was the most important factor in our success. On April 28, the incident command team permitted 
pediatric patients to return to the PICU. We don't know when we will stop admitting adults, but this experi- 
ence will undoubtedly have lasting effects and will allow us to practice with increased empathy for all mem- 
bers of our patients’ families.” MassGeneral Hospital for Children

However, in 1944 I returned to nursing to serve with the Civil Assembly 
Centre. The fact that I could return to nursing after a lapse of twenty years prompts me to write this letter. I 
wish to let you know that, without the sound training at the MGH I could not have picked up the threads 
again so easily, and for which I am most grateful and proud. My success, in converting, under the most try- 
ing conditions (I believe she was a POW during this time - ed.), a residence house in the compound into a 25 
-bed hospital, I attribute to this training which I received over 25 years ago.’” QR for June 1946, p.27 


Edith Pithie, class of 1925: “She has written from California to Miss Peden about her present interesting 
activities. Since 1929 she has been a nurse on the staff of the Santa Ana schools. ‘I have high school mostly, 
part-time junior college and one Mexican school. I paid a visit to my sister in Canada 1n 1933; went to Mex- 
ico in 1934; in 1935 went to Flint Michigan, picked up a new Chevrolet car after visiting a friend in New 
York and drove it back (alone) to Los Angeles.’ She is building herself a five-room house, where, by this 
time, she must be comfortably established.”

Alice R. Clarke, 94, died 
March 23, 2012. Originally 
from Dayton, OH, Alice 
graduated from MGH in 
1939 and enlisted in the 
Army in 1941,11 months 
before Pearl Harbor. When 
World War I! broke out, she 
was assigned to the Pacific, 
and after the Philippines fell 
to the Japanese, she spent many months in Austral- 
ia. When General MacArthur retook the Philippines, 
Alice and her Thirty-Third Surgical Group were on 
the front lines. She told the story of one nurse's 
experience (not her own) in an article in the Amer/- 
can Journal of Nursing, March 1945 - Volume 45, 
p.177, titled, “An Army Nurse Returns to the Philip- 
pines,” freely available online. She received numer- 
ous medals and commendations for her service, in- 
cluding the Asiatic Pacific Campaign Medal with five 
Bronze Battle Stars. She was discharged in August 
1946 with the rank of Major. 

She then embarked on a career in publishing. 
In1946 she became an associate editor of RNVMaga- 
zine. She moved through the ranks to become edi- 
tor in 1951 and then Founding Editor and Publisher 
of Nursing Publications, Inc, a company which pro- 
duced a number of nursing-related journals and 
magazines including RN 
magazine, Nursing Forum, 

Psychiatric Nursing, Nursing 
Spectrum and Nursing Per- 
spective . She held a master’s 
degree from Columbia Uni- 
versity and also studied at 
NYU.

1940 


Mary Wright Shaw passed away Nov. 30, 2012, at 
age 93. She grew up in PA and followed her moth- 
er's path into Nursing, graduating from MGH and 
receiving her Public Health Certificate from Sim- 
mons in 1940. She served as a lieutenant in the 
U.S. Army Nurse Corp from 1944 to 1946. 

She was living and working in San Francisco after 
the war and met her husband, Norman, at the Pre- 
sidio Hospital there. Both entered Stanford under 
the Gl Bill but soon began a family so Mary post- 
poned furthering her education. 

In 1960, Norman died suddenly. Mary moved the 
family back to Palo Alto from Los Angeles, where 
she took on the dual responsibilities of mother and 
breadwinner for her family of five children. In 
1961, she took a job as a school nurse in a local 
high school, the beginning of her long and distin- 
guished career in public health and education. In 
1968, she began to serve on the Mental Health 
Commission of Santa Clara, and later joined the 
boards of Social Advocates and the Red Cross. In 
1971, she was promoted to Director of Health Ser- 
vices for the Mountain View/Los Altos School Dis- 
trict. And in 1972, she returned to Stanford to earn 
her bachelor's degree in psychology, 20 years after 
her original classmates had graduated. 

In 1991, Mary spearheaded the launch of YES 
Reading at the Belle Haven Library as a project of 
Youth Empowering Systems, Inc. Under her

leadership, the reading program achieved an ex- 
ceptional success rate and continued to grow in 
reach, funding support and social impact. The or- 
ganization, whose name was changed to Reading 
Partners in 2008, has continued to prosper and 
now serves more than 5,000 students across the 
country. 

In addition to being a powerful advocate for pub- 
lic health and literacy, Mary was a lifelong writer. In 
1997 she published her autobiographical book, Go 
with the River, under Gander Publishing, which she 
had founded with her sister years earlier. Mary's 
book draws upon her personal journals to share life 
stories shaped by love, tragedy and -- above all by 
an amazing inner strength and personal resilience. 

Mary lived life with passion. She had an amazing 
sense of humor, an uncanny ability to find humor 
in the unending ironies of life, even in times of 
great personal challenge. "Perseverance" was her 
watchword. She never stopped caring for those in 
need and she never stopped learning. She was 
passionate about golf, became a regular fixture in 
the Stanford Golf Clubs Ladies Group and played 
into her 80s. She was a devoted mentor to her 


grandchildren, instilling in them a fondness for lit- 
erature, the importance of caring for others and -- 
most of all -- alove of life. (This essay was adapted 
from a tribute written by her family in 2012. A 
copy of her book has been purchased for the ar- 
chives—ed.).

Cynthia Holt Cummings died February 8, 2008, age 
88 years. She was raised on the family's small dairy 
farm in West Boylston, Massachusetts. She gradu- 
ated from the MGH SON in 1941. She then served 
in the Army Nurse Corps for four years with MGH's 
General Hospital #6, taking her to North Africa and 
Italy over 33 months. 

After marrying in 1947, she and her husband 
moved to Detroit, Michigan.

Cynthia's writing ca- 
reer began as compilations of poetry in the form of 
handmade Christmas cards sent to family and close 
friends. Encouraged by a favorable response, she 
began writing full-time. She shunned typewriters 
and computers and preferred putting her thoughts 
into words with pen and paper. Although she did 
not begin her writing career in earnest until age 60, 
over the next 20 years she had 11 colorfully illus- 
trated hardcover books with Christmas-related 
themes published. Sales of her books have totaled 
more than 115,000 copies and are still available. 

Her husband said, "She was an extremely creative 
person with a vivid imagination who derived the 
greatest pleasure from writing. Mornings were her 


creative time, and she would sit at the kitchen table 
for hours lost in thought. Most of her ideas were 

gathered from everyday situations involving family, 
friendship and her wartime experiences as a nurse."

June Stewart Bubier McNelis, 98, died February 24, 
2020. From Providence RI, she graduated from 


MGH in 1943. She is described by her family as, “a 
fiercely strong and well-mannered woman, she was 
a model of self-reliance, having been tragically or- 
phaned as a child. She served as the neighborhood 
nurse, chief of etiquette, and wise counsel to those 
she loved. She was a working woman before it 
became fashionable. She traveled Europe well into 
her 80's and visited family around the country into 
her 90's. Her zest for life was enhanced by sur- 
rounding herself with more youthful friends and 
family who kept her stylish and trendy.” She was 
widowed in 1978, remarried in 1991, and leaves her 
husband, son and a large extended family.

Ellie was supposed to send me info but I 
never received it and Ellie is not on my class list. 
Please stay safe and healthy in this awful, trying 
time —I think masks are going to be part of our 
future for a long time!

Editor’s note: what follows is an adaptation of an 
essay for her obituary, written by someone who 
knew her well.

General Hospital 1973-1998, knew Sally well and 
offers the following recollection about her nurs- 


ing career. 

“Sally Tripp was a 1958 graduate of the MGH 
Hood College program. Upon graduation when 
was recruited to serve as instructor in pediatrics 
at the MGH. With exception of short stint at Cor- 
nell Medical Center in NY at and summer prac- 
tice on the cape or Nantucket, her early years of 
practice were at the MGH where she also head 
nurse of the Pediatric unit from 1961-64. She 
began working as a pediatric office nurse in 1964 
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and in 1967 went back to the MGH to take an in- 
service programs to become a Pediatric Nurse 
Practitioner. When she graduated in 1968 she 
worked with in an MGH related pediatric practice, 
but was rapidly recruited back to the MGH to serve 
as the Assistant Director of the Pediatric Nurse 
Practitioner Program at the Bunker Hill Health Cen- 
ter. In this role she engaged in the early federally 
funded research, looking at education, practices, 
and outcomes of the nurse practitioner. She was 
strong advocate for advanced practice nursing and 
engaged in health care politics and developing 
policies to support practice as the state and nation- 
al level. Sally also believed in the power of educa- 
tion to improve the health of patients. As an inno- 
vator, Sally was developed some of the first guide- 
lines for telephone advice by nurse practitioners, 
established and guided the implementation of the 
NP role in state schools for the developmentally 
delayed, created new roles for NPs in Springfield 
MA and went on to join the faculty of the University 
of Massachusetts where she coordinated the Nurse 
Practitioner program. Over the 20 or more years of 
Sally's career as an NP she presented widely 

to professional nursing and community groups, 
and published more than a dozen articles on the 
NP role and practices.” 

She also had been the program director for senior 
health services at the Hampshire County Visiting 
Nurse Association in Northampton; nurse practi- 
tioner for the Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health, and assistant professor and director of the 
Wellness Center at Our Lady of the College in 
Chicopee.

Jo-Ann Mega Quigley writes: Greetings to 
fellow classmates and alumni. It is hard to be- 
lieve that 2021 will be the 40th Anniversary of 
our graduation and the closing of the school. 
Time has gone quickly for me but I remain 
grateful for the education I received. After grad- 
uation, I began work in the MICU at St. Vin- 
cent’s in Worcester (in the old building on the 
hill) and worked there until relocating to South 
Bend Indiana with my husband Dan as he com- 
pleted graduate work at Notre Dame. I contin- 
ued to work in ICU, eventually becoming the 
Head Nurse of the Med/ Surg ICU. We moved 
to Long Island as Dan took his first teaching po- 
sition and have remained here looking forward 
to returning to Massachusetts when we retire. I 
initially continued in critical care, transitioning 
to work with a visiting nurse organization and 
eventually taking on various administrative 
roles. Finally, looking to get back into direct 
patient care, I left administration and have been 
working in hospice. I am currently working in 
an inpatient hospice unit with an amazing group 
of co-workers. 

I have loved working in hospice and plan to do 
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1981 
so until retirement. As Iam sure many of you have 
experienced, the COVID Pandemic has challenged us 
to provide care in a radically changed environment. 
Our hospice has provided care to those at “end of 
life” infected with COVID since early in the pan- 
demic. We converted the more distant rooms into 
our COVID area, delineating the area with a mere 
piece of colored duct tape across the hallway. We 
use cameras with baby monitors on TV tables outside 
the rooms to provide more constant visualization, 
ensuring the door remains closed. We also try to 
provide separate staffing from those who do not have 
COVID. During our initial surge in NY, PPE was in 
very short supply and a constant worry. NYS Dept 
of Health provided written guidelines to adapt to 
dwindling or unobtainable supplies. Our N95 masks 
still must be used for 3 shifts before replacement (a 
practice I could never have imagined would be ex- 
pected) and donning and doffing PPE is a carefully 
choreographed exercise. 

Family members are allowed limited visitation in 
our unit (previously used to 24-hour visitation and 
overnight stays) with protocols in place, but many 
are also ill or unable to risk the exposure them- 
selves. Often, these folks have not seen their loved 
ones for weeks to months because of visiting re- 
strictions in facilities. We try to keep them connect- 
ed using virtual or phone visits, preparing and edu- 
cating them as their loved one approaches 
death. There were times earlier in the pandemic 
where funeral homes were overwhelmed and unable 
to take those who had died, requiring temporary 
placement of the body with the County Medical Ex- 
aminer until arrangements could be made. The strain 
of all of this added to the inability to gather and 
grieve has been unbearable to family and friends ex- 
periencing these losses. More recently, we are caring 
for COVID patients whose entire family has been 
stricken and who often experience multiple losses to 
their clan. 

Iam sure that many of you also have stories like 
this. I would encourage you to share your experienc- 
es. I most recently joined our History Committee 
since meetings are virtual and in this short time have 
come to realize how important it is for us to share. It 
has been fascinating to learn of the individual and 
group experiences of those who have graduated from 
our school which has provided us a nursing educa- 
tion which has allowed us to handle almost any- 
thing.

John saw a future for primary care and led its 
growth at the MGH for decades, choosing to 
work as a full-time physician in the hospital’s 
outpatient clinic. He was fervently committed to 
collaboration and engaged social scientists to 
study the patient-doctor relationship. The an- 
thology he edited and published in 1987, En- 
counters Between Patients and Doctors, remains 
a Classic. 

He was a prolific writer and reflected on his 
own treatment of tuberculosis at a sanatorium. It 
is poignant that another pandemic marked the 
end of his life. His courage and humanity, shared 
so selflessly with the MGH over many decades, 
has helped us provide better care. 


Dr. Stoeckle’s tribute above was adapted from the message sent to the entire MGH community by the hospital’s 
chief administrators. It does not mention that, as they worked together, he and Barbara Yutronich Noonan, 
MGH SON class of 1939 and head nurse in the Medical Clinic, developed a very early model for the adult nurse 
practioner role.
